The London Fire Brigade. 


(From the London Newt.] 


Captain Shaw. upon assuming office, made 
it the first principle of the system which lie 
introduced to put the right man in tho right 
place, 
leaving bim as much ss possible, iii 
case of emergency, to act u|>on Ins owu re­ 
sponsibility. 
When an aspirant for a vacancy 
in the brigade applies to him, lie troubles him­ 
self very little about references: he does not 
try the man’s powers to solve the equations, 
nor does he ask questions al tout tho Anglo- 
Jjaxon kings; but he sends him to the training 
establishment in the city, whore his fitness for 
Hic post to which he aspires is put to a practi­ 
cal test. 
In the opinion of the captain it does 
not take long to find out what a man is really 
worth, and a very few weeks ought to enable 
ilia superiors to form an opinion as to ids 
trustworthiness, 
activity ana 
intelligence. 
Should the aspirant (kiss successfully through 
Ibis preliminary ordeal, he Is carefully instruct­ 
ed in everything connected with his new pro­ 
fession. nor is he allowed to act as a fireman 
antu he really is one. 
Moat of the men lie- 
longing to the brigade, as well aa their fami- 
Ues when they are married, are lodged for a 
nominal rent in the stations. 
On entering the 
service the pay is 18s. a week. 
Every man is 
personally known to Captain Shaw, and pro­ 
motion, which, of course, involves increase of 
pay, Is by merit alone. 
Whenever a man is iii 
he receives full pay until he recovers, unless be 
has at the commencement of his illness con­ 
cealed it. 
No one a eddied to a retiring 
pension, but any one vrh > deserves it is aware 
that it will be grant, d t * him. 


The metropolis is divided into four fire dis­ 
tricts. 
In Inch district there is a central sta­ 
tion. 
These stations communicate by tele­ 
graphic wire* with each other, with the miaor 
alations within their respective di-tricU, and 
with headquarters iu Witling street, 
lf an 
Intimation of a fire is received at one of the 
minor stations. Ute engine turns out immedi­ 
ately, and the news I* telegraphed to the cen­ 
tral district station. 
This telegram is received 
by the district sujteriutendeut, who sends at 
pace the additional engines which he may con­ 
sider requisite, and, in his turn, telegraphs Hie 
news to Waning street, where Captain Shaw 
sits like a spider lu the midst of a web. 
lf tho 
fire is a serious one, be immediately goes him* 
•elf to the scene of action. 
The engines in the 
central district station are rattling to the fire 
within three minutes of the order given to 
them to turn out, and in this time those of the 
firemen who are in bed are expected to be 
dressed and ready to start. 
The strength of 
the Fire brigade consists at present of 60 fire 
stations, 93 escape stations, 61 telegraph lines, 
lot fire escapes, 25 steam fire engines, 86 
manual engines, and 387 firemen. 
There are 


also three floating steam engines. 
bast he 
iu the river with their steam always up. They 
are boats with a small draft of waler, can al­ 
most turn within their owu length, and can 
bo steered either way; their engineers are firs- 
men not one of whom knew anything of a 
steam engine before he joined the brigade. 
Their crews are lodged ashore, and, owing to 
the difficulty of finding them lodgings close at 
hand, the engines require 12 minutes to get 
under weigh. 
This might be remedied by 
houses being provided for the men at the 
water’s edge. 
107 firemen are on watch dur­ 
ing tbs day, and IM by night; the sick, in­ 
lured, on leave, under instruction, amount on 
au average to 40.

were S»5 accidents in the brigade, one of which 
was fatal.
